GSR 336(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Destruction of Records Act, 1917 
(5 of 1917), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to amend the offices of the Company Law 
Boards Benches (Destruction of Records) Rules, 1980, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Offices of the Company Law Board Benches (Destruction of Records) 
Amendment Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Offices of the Company Law Board Benches (Destruction of Records) Rules, 1980 (hereinafter 
referred to as the Rules), in rule 2,— 

(a) for clauses (c) and (d), the following clauses shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(c) “bench” means a bench of the Company Law Board formed under sub-seettion (4B) of section 10E 
of the Act; 

(d) “bench officer” means an officer notified by the Company Law Board for the purposes of— 

(i) receiving, examining and processing petitions and applications; and 

(ii) performing such other functions as may be entrusted to him under these rules and the rules for 
the destruction of office records connected with accounts;” 

(b) for clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(g) “Petition” means a petition, application, appeal or complaint in pursuance of which any proceeding, 
not being an interlocutory proceeding, is commenced before the bench.”.
